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ABSTRACT 

The Four Corners Regional Commission (FCRC) is a 
state- Federal partnership, the purpose of which is to initiate 
long-range planning, provide data for specific plans, promote private 
investment, promote legislation, establish plans and program 
priorities, and initiate and coordinate economic developmental 
districts in 92 counties in Arizona, Colorado, New Mexico, and Utah. 
In the 1971 FCRC annual report, activities are described in the 
following areas: vocational-technical education, community 
facilities, health, agriculture, minerals and fuels, tourism and 
recreation, transportation, human resources, water, and industrial 
development. Graphs and tables show population growth, grant awards 
and technical assistance funds, and budget. Related documents are ED

The operation of the Four Corners Regional Commission, building upon previous regional action- 
planning and analysis, has moved, toward substantial accomplishment of project iniplementat.on in Fiscal 
Year 1971. This report, covering Commission activities from July 1, 1970 to June 30, 1971, documen s 
some of the highlights of this period. The Commission's continual goal is the economic improvement of 
the vast 288,000 square mile Region for its 2,000,000 citizens, but the Four Corners Regional Commission s 
contribution toward this goal will continue to be only one part of the broad coordinated attack involving 
Federal-state-local government sources and heavy involvement from the private sector. While this report 
shows the activities for Fiscal Year 1971 and gives indication of that which must be accomplished in the 
future it is recognized that it is still very much a beginning. The hope in the Four Corners Region is that 
these improvements are but a prologue to the significant changes which must come about. 




During this fiscal year former Gover- 
nor David F. Cargo of New Mexico served 
as the State Cochairman through Decem- 
ber 31, 1970, and was succeeded on 

January 1, 1971, by Governor Calvin 
L. Rampton of Utah. Elected Governor 
of New Mexico, Bruce King succeeded 
David F. Cargo as the New Mexico 
Commission member on January 1, 1971, 

Stanley Womer has continued during 
the entire fiscal year as the Federal 
Cochairman. Continuing state rnembers 
have been Governor Jack Williams of 
Arizona, Governor John A. Love of 
Colorado and Governor Calvin L, Ramp- 
ton of Utah. 

The Commission has progressed from 
its organizational meeting in September, 
1967, and the opening of its offices

which coordinates and formulates econo- 
mic planning and development project 
implementation for the 92 Counties of 
the Region. 

The Four Corners Regional Commis- 
sion functions through its five members: 
four State Governors and the Federal 
Cochairman, appointed by the President, 
to serve as the federal member. More of 
the work load during this year has been 
carried by the alternate member.s, whom 
each Governor appoints to meet more 
frequently with the Federal Cochairman 
and the staff. Under this policy direction, 
the Fxceutive Director, staff and con- 
sultants to the Commission have carried 
out the various programs authorized. 

Fiscal Year 1971 saw the comple- 
tion of most sectors in the regional 
planning program and the compilation 
of the Comprehensive Regional Develop- 
mental Plan. Now published, this docu- 
ment will help guide future Commission 
actions involving implementation of the 
planning program. 

Many Commission projects, instigated 
at the beginning of the program, were 
completed during this past fiscal year. 
Many more were started. These projects 
touch nearly every sector of economic 
development as shown in this report. 

On most projects the Four Corners 
Regional Commission served as a catalyst, 
blending the efforts of government, Fed- 
eral, State and local, with private sector 
participation, in some cases, toward an 
integrated, coordinated approach to eco- 
nomic planning and development for the 
Four Corners Region.

Realizing that the greatest strength of the Region is its human resource, the Four Corn»s Regional 
Commission has participated in numerous projects designed to aid people of the Region to better s“PP°J* 
themselves. Job training, job skill improvement programs and training for completely new ^ 
been emphasized. By creating a cadre of skilled workers, the Commission is encouraging the attractive- 
ness of the Region as an ideal location lor new job sources. In some cases, tbe Commission h« funded 

technical assistance planning projects to design and adequately prepare new *®''''''®* “ 

demands. The regional plan for vocational-technical education, previously completed, has served as the 

basic blueprint for these projects. 



The Four Corners Regional Commis- 
sion’s committments to the field of voca- 
tional education this fiscal year ranged 
from the newly opened Santa Fe Voca- 
tional Technical School in Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, to a fleet of mobile class- 
room-laboratories, bringing occupational 
education facilities in a variety of fields 
to rural se^:ondary schools in all four 
states in the Region. 



Permanent Facilities 

Three new permanent vocational 
educational facilities began classes in the 
Region during fiscal year 1971. Another 
was scheduled to start construction. 

First funded by a commission supple- 
mental grant in FY 69, Santa Fe Voca- 



tional Technical School received addi- 
tional Commission funding this year to 
bring the total Commission participation 
tc $352,705. The additional funding 
was to help offset rising construction 
costs and to allow completion following 
the originally planned specifications. The 
basic agency was the Economic develop- 
ment Administration, $990,500; State 
and local, $637,795. 





Santa Fe Vocational Technical School! 
presently has an enrollment of 700 
students with a staff of 44. The educa- 
tional plant is designed to handle 2,000 
students a year. Courses offered range 
from auto mechanics through business 
skills to electronics. 

In Moab, Utah, the recently completed 
$477,000 Moab Area Vocational Cen- 
ter Is providing an occupational edua- 
tion facility for high school students, 
adults and the disadvantaged. The plant 
is designed for a capacity of 800 day and 
night students a year and has a complete 
range of vocational courses. Basic agency 
was the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare through the Utah State 
Board for Vocational Education, 
$130,000; Commission, $178,000; and 
State and Local funds $168,700. 

Opened in April, 1971, the Espanola 
Area Vocational Technical .School in 
Espanola, New Mexico, received an 
Economic Development Administration 
grant of $731,200; Co.mmission supple- 
mental grant of $80,000; and state and 
local funds of $202,800. Present en- 
rollment is 600 day and night students, 
but the facility is designed to handle 
1,800 students a year. A complete range 
of courses is offered. 

Construction has begun on the San 
Juan Area Vocational and Technical 
School near Cortez, Colorado. The 
facility, planned through a previous 
Commission technical assistance grant, 
is scheduled to begin classes with the 
fall term of 1972. The plant is designed 
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i4 Colovacxo vocational educator ^ Howard Acottf shows plans for 
the San Juan Area Vocational and Technical School, now under 
construction near Cortez.

10 accomodate 1,100 students a year, 
ranging from high school students through 
adults, with special consideration given 
to the large nearby Indian population. 

Commission funds have been provided 
to aid in the development of a vocational 
facility in the Blanding, Utah, area. This 
follows the Commission’s course of con- 
tinuing the development of needed voca- 
tional training facilities in the Region 



and will greatly assist the large Indian 
population. 

The Commission also participated in 
funding two New Mexico vocational 
facility expansion projects; one at Silver 
Ci^y, the other at Cobre High School 
in Bayard. Both projects were additiors 
to high school facilities, allowing them 
to also be used for post-high school 
occupational training.

Mobile Facilities 



Considering sparse population and 
rural schools with limited taxing resources, 
the Four Corners Region has presented 
educators and economic developers with 
a unique challenge to carry some needed 
facilities to the people in the isolated 
communities through mobile units. 

Expansion of the mobile library ser- 
vice in northern Arizona, previously 
funded by the Commission, has made this 
service available to an increasing number 
of citizens in Navajo, Apache and Co- 
conino Counties. 

Three mobile office simulation labora- 
tories, funded by the Commission’s 
technical assistance program as demon- 
stration projects, are bringing occupa- 
tional education to students in rural 
secondary schools in Colorado, New 
Mexico and Utah. Each is equipped with 
modern office equipment and a qualified 
instructor, giving students an opportunity 
to learn proper modern office procedures 
and prepare to compete for jobs in the 
growing areas in the Region. These are 
operated under the state vocational educa- 
tion departments. 

Colorado’s State Board of Community 
Colleges and Occupational Education was 
assisted by the Commission with the 
addition of three other mobile class- 
room-laboratory units. Two mobile weld- 



ing classroom-laboratories, built in Far- 
mington, New Mexico, to special design 
and specifications, now serve rural Colo- 
rado communities at Florence, Kit Car- 
son and Cheyenne Wells. Each unit is 
designed to instruct between 30 and 45 
students daily and is used for high 
school, adult and job skill improvement 
programs. The other Commission spon- 
sored mobile unit in Colorado is an 
electronics laboratory in the Lamar area. 



In the field of education. Fiscal 
Year 1971 saw the Four Corners Region- 
al Commission participating in the 
opening of three major permanent 
vocational education facilities; breaking 
ground for another; planning to meet 
future facility needs and moving mobile 
classroom-laboratories on the road to 
reach students in isolated communities 
in the four states of the Region.

Completion of an action planning program for selective industrial development m the Four Cornere 
Region which gives specific direction to industrial development prospecting and use of the Commission s 
technical assistance and supplemental grant programs for speclaliaed project help and public support 
facilities for industrial expansions and new industrial locations In several communities, were major 

accomplishments in Fiscal Year 1971. 



With the completion this yciir of the 
Battellc Memorial Institute’s analysis, 
“Hconomic Structure and Industrial Feas- 
ibility of the Four Corners Region,” 
the Commission now has a unique tool 
for planning and programming selective 
industrial expansions and new industrial 
locations for the Region. 

The plan examines more than 400 
standard industrial classifications in the 
country and through a computerized 
system, analyzes the attributes of sub- 
regions within the Four Corners region 
in a matching process of industry needs 
and community resources. 

Industrial and community leaders have 
already shown interest in this approach. 

More immediate industrial develop- 
ment activities were aided by Commission 
technical assistance grants: 

-Assisting in the development of a 
tribal-owned welding industry foi the 
Cioshute Indians, now manufacturing 
items ranging from cattle guards to 
trailers. 

—Compiling a data bank for the Utah 
portion of the Four Corners Region with 
information concerning industrial site 
locations, facilities and other information 
by funding a study by the University of 
Utah’s Bureau of Business and Economic 
Research. 

-Financing for minority-owned busi- 
ness enterprises is now being made avail- 
able in northern New Mexico through 
CAMBIO, an organization utilizing busi- 
ness research and management talents 
from the University of New Mexico. 

—Purchasing a portable adobe block 
making machine, currently being used 
by New Mexico Pueblo Indians for 
building projects. The unit will also be 
made available throughout the Region 
for rural home expansion and construe-

In an effort to seek out the major 
opportunities for growth and expansion 
in the agriculture and agri-business areas, 
the Commission continued the work of 
its Regional Agricultural Analysis through 
the state land grant universities for the 
selection of optimum project possibilities.

from participation in the $120,000 
Summit Creek Irrigation and Canal com- 
pany project in Santaquin, Utah, preserv- 
ing a small farming community’s annual

line for flood protection of Navajo far- 
mers on a portion of the Navajo Reser- 
vation in San Juan County, Utah.

The training on this project opens the 
way for additional planning which must 
be done when the $206 rniUion Navajo 
Indian Irrigation Project is completed. 
The project has prepared young Navajos 
for a career in machine method fanning 
along with experience in farm manage- 
ment and crop marketing. 

Funding for the training program is 
from the Navajo Tribe’s Department of 
Resources through the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, $50,000; and the Commission, 
$50,000. 

Severe floods to several portions of the 
Region during the fall of 1970 caused 
extensive damage. The Four Corners 
Regional Commission participated in 
several projects directly related to flood 
control: 

-The Farmers Mutual Ditch Company’s 
project in San Juan County, New Mexico, 
serves a tri-ethnic group, including Nava- 
jos. The project included structural and 
vegetative treatment to 310 acres above 
the ditch system to end periodic flood 
damage to the ditch and gate valves and 
included cement lining of 5,700 feet of 
ditch. The system presently serves 142 
families farming some 4,182 acres. The 



to 



new cement lining is saving enough water 
to cultivate an additional 165 acres for 
an estimated crop worth of S82,000 
annually. 

-A flood-ruined irrigation system was 
replaced on the poverty stricken portion 
of the Navajo Indian Reservation in San 
Juan County, Utah. A ditch system was 
replaced with cement piping and the 
future of Indian farmers in that area 
has been considerably brightened. 

—Severe damage to the Terrace Reser- 
voir in Conejos County, Colorado, 
prompted the Commi.ssion to participate 
in system repairs as an emergency mea- 
.sure 

Other Commission projects during 
Fiscal Year 1971 included funding of a 
water diversion structure on the Rio 
Grande River in Colorado to irrigate 
60,000 acres in Rio Grande, Alamosa 
and Conejos Counties. It is estimated 
that the water loss prevented will be 
worth S 1 25,000 annually . 

Another water conservation project 
the Commission was involved in was the 
Lyman ditch revamping in arid Apache 
County, Arizona. The system serves some 
160 farms with about 5,200 acres under 
cultivation. Seepage from the earth 
ditches had been estimated at 45 per cent 
and had caused frequent water shortages. 
To stabilize the water supply, 12,500 feet 
of ditch was cement lined. 

In another portion of Arizona, Pinal 
County, too much water was the 
problem. Located south of Phoenix, this 
agricultural district had been plagued by 
continuing floods causing crop damage 
and other losses. The Commission partici- 
pated in the funding of flood control 
retaining structures to end this problem^

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.Community Facilities 



Basic to the preparation of the Region for any type of economic growth is the improvement of the 
community facilities within its many counties, communities, and Indian reservations which provide the 
necessary public services. With sparse population and a declining tax base in many locations, local leaders 
find themselves frustrated in seeking new ways to acquire needed public facilities and improvements. 
With the use of technical assistance and supplemental grant funds, the Commission has provided a new 
partnership link in making some of these projects a reality. Knowing that it is impossible for the Commis- 
sion, or any other agency, to bear the full burden of total funding, the Commission has pursued its 
statutory responsibilities as a coordinator in the pooling of funds with several agencies — federal, state 
and local - to accomplish these improvemenu. Care has been taken not to confuse a program which 
treats the symptoms of economic trouble with those long-range solutions needed to solve underlying 
economic problems. 




This mul ti^communi ty sewage treatment plant neared completion

Commission involvement in this field 
is guided by the Region’s need for stimu- 
lation of industrial and community 
development. Projects with participation 
by the Four Comers Regional Commission 
included sewage treatment systems for 
Kingman, Arizona and the establishment 
of a child day care center on the Navajo 
Indian Reservation in Shiprock, New 
Mexico. 

One of the Commission’s first major 
industrial and community grants, made 
in Fiscal Year 1969, neared completion 
in Carbon County, Utah. The $3.1 
million project involves a 33-mile-long 
sewage interceptor line serving seven 
communities. 

The results will be many: cleaning up 
the Price River, a county-long open 
sewage system for almost a century, 
making it possible for needed hou.sing 
projects to be planned and developed, 
and, allowing the area’s coal industry to 
use the river’s water all year around. 

With the aid of Commission funding, 
the City of Kingman, in Arizona’s 
rapidly expanding Mohave County, is 
replacing two inadequate lagoon-type 
sewage systems with larger and adequate 
facilities. 

Another type of community facility 
planning funded by the Commission, 
was a comprehensive plan for helping 
rural reservation Indians to more readily 
adapt to the newness of city life. This 
involves a projected Indian center in 
downtown Phoenix. Arizona, that will 
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eventually include health care facilities, 
employment counseling and guidance 
and other services. 

A demonstration project funded with 
S25,000 by the Commission was for the 
development of a day care center for 
the children of working parents on the 
Navajo Reservation in Shiprock, New 
Mexico, The daily attendance, since the 
beginning of the program, has averaged 
about 125 children, ranging in age from 
two weeks to five years. The day care 
center was needed because most of the 
working mothers are employed at the 
nearby Fairchild Semiconductor plant. 

Another Commission-involved project 
is located in Emery County, Utah, in 
the Huntington area, site of a proposed 
power generating plant. Water facilities 
under construction will serve four com- 
munities, a coal mining operation and 
the power plant, along with the area’s 
farming population. 

A total of 235 new jobs are expected 
to be created for Emery County, one 
of the Region’s most economically de- 
pressed areas. 

Commission funding also aided other 
water projects such as the following! 
Torrance County, New Mexico; Juab 
County, Utah; La Plata County, Colo- 
rado; where municipal water systems 
were improved. The Commission partici- 
pated in many sewage treatment facility 
improvements, some of which were in 
Torrance County, New Mexico; Monte- 
zuma County, Colorado; and Mohave 
County, Arizona.

Minerals and Fuels... 



Rich deposits of a variety of minerals and abundant fossil fuel deposits have been oneof the mam 
economic factors in the Region's development. Recognizing this, the Four Corners Regional CommiMion 
has supported programs designed to improve the economy through these industries. During Fiscal Y a r 
1971 the regional action-planning sector for minerals and fuels, prepared under the dirMtion of the 
University of Arizona's Bureau of Business and Economic Research, has been conipleted. This document 
will be utilized by the Commission in future programs to strengthen this important job and income source. 



The Commission’s regional action-plan- 
ning program, involving the minerals and 
fuels sector, has carefully analyzed past 
production and income flow, but has con- 
centrated on best opportunities for future 
growth. The specific mineral and fuel 
commodities that appear to offer the 
best economic potential for the Region 
during the next 15 years include: copper, 
silver, molyndenum, beryllium, magne- 
sium and lithium, titanium, uranium, 
fluorite, sulfuric acid, construction aggre- 
gates, coal, oil shale and other bitumens 
and natural gas. 

The industry can be assisted in its 
growth by needed public support func- 
tions. Recommendations for some of 
these include: 

-support of certain land surveying and 
mapping programs designed to provide 
useful information about the topography 
and geology. 

-support of new technology research 
to develop improved industrial techniques 
and methods. 

-improved roads for access to copper 
ore deposits and improved housing and 
expanded community facilities in all cop- 
per-producing areas in the Region. 

—new and improved all-weather roads 
to facilitate primary molybdenum mining 
operations and increased housing and ex- 
panded community facilities in the molyb- 
denum by-products districts. 

-better access roads throughout the 
Region to the low-grade coal fields, better 
roads between the coal fields and the 
primary users and improved community 
facilities in the nearby towns. 

-creation of new facilities and the 
improvement of present transportation 
facilities for the handling of sulfuric acid. 
With the passage of recent air pollution 
control legislation by the States in the 
Region, what is now a high-priced com- 
^ dity will become, through the usage 
> lOulfur retaining devices, a more normal- 



ly priced product for use in ore process- 
ing operations and in agriculture. 

Most of the problems which historic- 
ally have hindered the development of 
mineral resources in the Region still exist: 
inadequate transportation, long distances 
to markets and an incomplete knowledge 
of the Region’s mineral resources. Added 
to this arc the problems of community 



facilities becoming obsolete and overbur- 
dened and the consideration of environ- 
mental matters, along with increased 
taxes and changing public land usage 
policies. 

The Commission hopes to closely link 
its programs to some of these needs to 
assure an expanding mineral and fuels 
industry in the Region. 
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Health 




The Four Corners Region suffers all of the symptoms of most rural areas in the inadequacy of hMl^ 
services and facilities. Particularly among its many Indians and Span ish-Amer ican citizens in^small isolat^ 
areas in the Region, the level of health care is extremely poor. Believing that it is impossible for substantial^ 
economic improvement to move forward in the Region without a parallel improveihent^in the physiMl 
and mental well-being of its citizens, the Commission has utilized its technical assistance and supplemental 
grant funds to make possible many accomplishmentvin this field. Support in this area has en^raged 
the orderly development of comprehensive health planning through designated State and sub-regional 

d^ncies. V 
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Construction is underway on the 
Trinidad Hospi ta I in Colorado. 
This 7 0-bed facility will 
serve pat ients from two states. 



In the field of health, the Commission’s 
participation ranged from interest in the 
$3,352,000 Trinidad Area Hospital in 
Colorado, through a center for retarded 
children on the Navajo Reservation in 
Arizona, to a service area health needs 
study in Washington County, Utah. 

Designed as the cornerstone of a medi- 
cal complex that will eventually include a 
United States Public Health Service 
Hospital, the 79-bed Chinle Extended 
Care Facility on the Navajo Reservation 
in Arizona opened its doors shortly after 
the end of Fiscal Year 1971. A prior 
Commission grant aided in its construc- 
tion. The facility is the first extended 
care unit on an Indian Reservation in the 
United States. 

To further the goal of a comprehen- 
sive reservation medical care complex, 
the Commission made a grant of $120,000 



toward construction of the nearby 
Chinle Valley School for Children, 
a 24-bed residential facility for the re- 
habilitation of mentally retarded 
children up to the age of six. The Chinle 
Valley School is designed to provide 
complete medical and para-medical 
facilities. 

Total cost for the children’s facility 
is $381,250. 

To help offset rising construction 
costs and to allow the original design 
specifications to be met, the Commission 
made an additional grant in Fiscal Year 
1971 of $50,000 to the Trinidad Area 
Health Association toward completion 
of its 70-bed general hospital. 

The new $3,352,890 facility is re- 
placing an 80-year-old health care 
center. 












Located on the Navajo Indian Reservation in eastern Arizona, the Chinle Extencl^ Care Facility 
offers convalescent and nursing home facilities. Believed to be the first facility of it,s type 
on an Indian reservation, it is planned as the cornerstone for a complete medical complex. 
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In addition to providing medical care 
for residents of Colorado’s Trinidad and 
Las Animas counties, the facility, in 
conjunction with Trinidad State Junior 
College, will conduct training programs 
for nurses, technologists and other health 
care personnel. 

Hospital funding included: Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
(Hill-Burton), $1,508,800; Commission, 
$190,140 (total); and Trinidad Area 
Health Association, Inc., $1,653,950. 

Another Colorado general hospital in 
La Junta, was aided in construction by 
a $94,500 Commission grant. The 
$3,060,595 80-bed facility replaces a 
44-year-old structure which adjoins the 
new building and is being modified to 
serve as a long-term nursing care facility. 

The La Junta Medical Center now 
serves Otero County residents along with 
people from the adjoining counties of 
Bend, Crowley and Las Animas. 

This facility, in conjunction with Otero 
Junior College, will conduct training 
programs to help local persons 
qualify for jobs at the hospital. Sixty 
new jobs are expected to be generated 
at the new facility. 

An additional grant was made this 
fiscal year by the Con.'nission of $50,000 
to the Northern Colfax County Hospital 
board to help offset increased construc- 
tion costs. 

The $1,650,000 plant, a 60 bed general 
hospital, will serve patients from all of 
New Mexico’s Colfax County as well 
as residents of parts of nearby Harding, 
San Miguel and Taos Counties, along with 
persons from Colorado’s Las Animas 
County. 

Scheduled to open shortly after the 
close of fiscal year 1971, the 13-bed 
extended care addition to the Kane 
County Hospital will help upgrade 
hospital facilities and will serve the 
growing needs of retired persons in 
southern Utah and northern Arizona. 
The facility will also serve as a strong 
enticement- for the location of badly 
Q f ded industries in the sparsely populated

Transportation 



Knowing that one of the serious handicaps for the Four Corners Region is its relative isolation and 
inadequate transportation network, the Four Corners Regional Commission has continued to support the 
orderly growth and expansion of the Region's highway and air transportation systems, compatib e with 
environmental values. Planning work previously accomplished for high priority road improvemente have 
been updated and some small sectors have been completed. Yet the bulk of highway n^s remain unmet 
by present funding levels for highways through the federal, state, local or Commission budgets. 

The recently completed air transportation study for the Region will carefully mesh with the facility 
planning in each State for improvements in air service in future years. 



The Commission has participated in 
numerous transportation projects during 
the past fiscal year involving both highway 
and airport improvements. Surface trans- 
portation on the Region’s roads and 
highways is by far the primary mode 
of transportation for both personnel and 
freight; every segment serves multi- 
purposes. 

The Region’s road system is inade- 
quate. The high costs of road construc- 
tion across the Region’s predominately 
rugged terrain results in only the high- 
est priorities being considered and only 
a few of them being funded. 

Good air transportation is essential 
to the efficient movement of personnel, 
equipment, manufactured and processed 
products. Because of the distances be- 
tween major communities and the under- 
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developed surface transportation systems, 
both highway and rail, air transportation 
plays a more important role in this Re- 
gion than perhaps would be the case 
in any other part of the country. The 
Commission has been able to carefully 
place limited quantities of its funding in 
the improvement of airports wtuch are 
rapidly becoming important stations on 
the Region’s air transportation system.

Tourism and 
Recreation 




Aware of the growing importance of the tourism-recreation industry to the economy of the Four 
Corners Region, the Commission has completed its action-planning work for project implementation of 
the recreational development opportunities showing the greatest potential. Recommendations of the 
prime contractor, Development Research Associates, urge the recognition of the tremendous recreational 
assets of the Region and project suggestions to make the Region a "destination center" for tourists. 
Funding from technical assistance and supplemental grant sources have made possible the Commission's 
participation in a number of projects which capitalize on the varied scenic and locational advantages 
realized in the Region for tourism-recreation. 



The Four Corners Region, its 288,000 
square miles encompassing more area than 
the State of Texas, contains an abun- 
dance of breathtaking scenic wonders and 
a large portion of the Nation’s national 
parks and national monuments. It is a 
vast, yet mainly undeveloped, natural 
mecca for tourists. 

Typical programs include: 

-a study of the Interstate 70 Highway 
corridor through Utah’s scenic and unique 
San Rafael Swell, a beautifully remote 
rugged area. The development of a master 
plan includes environmental studies, the 
creation of tourist “destination points” 
and the carefully designed and controlled 
development of tourist facilities. 

-the selection and training of Indians 
^ from the Eight Northern Pueblos in New 
I Mexico to provide a staff to conduct ed- 
ucational tours through the Pueblos. The 
i program is designed to produce a sound 
and profitable business enterprise for the 
Pueblos. 

—the enlargement and modernization 
of facilities at the Lisboa Springs Fish 
' Hatchery in San Miguel County, New 
Mexico. The hatchery provides game fish 
for New Mexico streams and is one of 
the area’s major tourist attractions.

Planning 




Fiscal year 1971 has seen the production of the revised Comprehensive Regional Development Plan 
following individual sector studies in Manpower/Agriculture and Forestry, Early Employment Oppor- 
tunities, Vocational-Technical Education, Minerals and Fuels, Tourism, Recreation and Retirement, Eco- 
nomic Structure and Industrial Feasibility, and Transportation, both ground and air. These reports have 
generated an analysis of the present situation regarding each sector of the economy and its contribution 
to the present employment and income levels. They have further provided substantial current data for 
planning and project decisions and recommendations for future courses of action. This continuing pro- 
gram is designed to use and integrate the planning and development activities from ^community and 
county levels to multi-county and state levels; frequently supported with Commission funds. These 

multi-level programs have resulted in an effective and coordinated regional

REGIONAL, SUBREGIONAL AND STATE PLANNING 



REGIONAL: 

Advisory committees, combining the 
talents of local, state and federal govern- 
ment experts, together with Indian Tri- 
bal representation and private sector 
representation, have provided much 
assistance in the initial formulation of 
the regional action planning program, 
selection of contractors and the monitor- 
ing of the work product. 

The Commission contracted with the 
Center for Business and Economic Re- 
search, Brigham Young University, to 
produce the final Comprehensive 
Regional Development Plan. This plan 



analyzes the economy of the Region 
and its problems and professionally pre- 
sents, through the use of a computerized 
model, an analysis of the investment 
alternatives for closing the job gap in 
the Region. 

It is realized that the planning pro- 
cess is a continuing one and it will be 
necessary to revise the plan and update 
it from time to time. The plan does not 
purport to give total direction to every 
needed economic development activity 
in the Region but it does cite the 
major problems with suggested programs 
to overcome them.

SUBREGIONAL: 

So far as possible, planning efforts by 
the Commission have been designed for 
application in subregional areas. These 
have coincided with designated state 
planning districts in each State so that 
information and data developed by the 
states can be utilized at the subregional 
level. The Commission has supported 
subregional planning and development 
through joint venture contracts with the 
individual State Planning Offices. Some 
specialized, micro area planning projects 
have received technical assistance funding, 
such as, the Community Facilities Analy- 
sis and Capital Investment Program for 
Blanding, Utah, and the San Miguel 
Basin study in Colorado. 

The Commission continued to work 
very closely with various federal, state 
and local government groups, as well as 
private groups which share the responsi- 
bility for economic development in the 
Region. Some of these include Economic 
Development Districts, Community 
Action Programs, Resource and Con- 
servation Development Districts and 
many others. 



STATE PLANNING: 

As part of the continuing program of 
the Commission for state planning assis- 
tance, contracts were drawn with each 
State Planning Office in the amount of 
519,500 for their work in an outline 
of planning activities which include: 

—Developing criteria and procedures 
for evaluation and selection of good and 
productive projects. 



— Refining of data sources and pro- 
gramming these sources for quick recall 
at county, subregional and state levels. 

-Assisting the Commission’s contrac- 
tors on design and assembly of the Com- 
prehensive Regional Development Plan. 

—Providing assistance and technical 
advice to the Commission’s contractor 
for development of the regional Com- 
posite Mapping System (CMS).
